and Breadths of all the Silks, Silk- 
Handkerchiefs, Callicoes, and Linens, 
under their reſpective Titles, as faſt as 
they are meaſured; This Book is to be ſo 
diſpoſed, as that each ſort of Goods may 
be entered ſeparate from other ; and is 
to ſerve from the Firit Day of January 
till the Laſt of December following. 

At the End of every Year theſe Di- 
menſion-books are to be adjuſted, when 
the Tranſcript from the former, and the 
Number meaſured. in the terminating 
Year, will be balanced by the Number 
charged in this latter (with thaſe that 
have been return'd White and unprinted) 
and thoſe transferr'd tothe enſuing Year, 
which are to be done to the Fronts of 
the new Dimenſion- books accordingly. 
At this Time you are to take an Inven- 
tory of ſuch Goods as you ſhall find not

and if found, of a certainty, te be thro' 
a Miſtake in Numbering, &c. the ſame 
muſt be rectified, but not without the 
Concurrence of your Surveyor; and if 
there is the leaff room to ſuſpect any 
Piece not to be an Original, you muſt 
not preſume it ſuch, but muſt directly. 
take Account of it as Goads freſh brought 
in, conformable to the Fifth Article of 
theſe Inſtructions, by meaſuring and 
charging it accordingly; and 1f the 
Printer find himſelf aggrieved thereby, 
he mult apply for ſuch Relief as the Law 
preſcribes. All theſe, with their Num- 
bers and Dimenſions, are immediately to 
be tranſcribed in the Charge-book, un- 
der their reſpective Denominations: This 
done, every Piece is to be fairly ſtamp'd 
at each End in teſtimony thereof. 

In this Charge-book cach Proprietor's 
Goods are to be added up, and ſquared 
ſeparate, and then to be collected, for 
the more commodious carrying of every 
Day's Charge into the Voucher, an Ab- 
ſtract whereof is to be prepared for the 
Collector againſt every Sitting-Day, of

You muſt not, on any | Protenice what- 
ever, let the Key of the Stamp-box be 
one Moment out of your Poſſeſſion, but 
are therewith yourſelf, immediately be- 
fore Stamping, to unlock the ſaid Box, 
which your Surveyor is to have the 
Charge of, and to lock the fame again 
immediately after : And in caſe of the 
leaſt Defect in either the Box, Lock, or 
Key, you muſt directly notify it to the 
Commiſſioners ; and all this on pain of 
Loſs of your Employment.

Offurvey- . You muſt, as often as your other Bu- 
gene qfinefs ſhall permit, ſurvey all the Fields 
Bleachingarid Grounds uſed by your Printers for 
Grounds. Drying, Bleaching, &c. at leaſt once a 
Week from the Beginning of March to 
the End of O&ober, and once a Fort- 
night from that Time till March again ; 


and in Teſtimony thereof muſt write every 
ſuch

ſuch Time both in the Charge- book and 
Specimen (Fields ex.] This muſt be 
done with Circumſpection, in order to 
the taking an Account of ſuch Goods as 
you find printed, and not ſtamped, and to 
diſcover Frauds and Irregularities of every 
Kind. All unnumbered, and ſuch un- 
ſtamped Goods, you muſt do by as by 
Goods freſh brought in; as you muſt 
likewiſe by every Piece whereon the 
Number and Dimenſion do not plarnly 
appear, not ſuffering yourſelf to be im- 

oſed on by Pretences that the Figures 
Loi been obliterated.

You muſt endeavour to attain a com- General 
petent Knowledge of the Kinds and Directi- 


Qualities, and uſual Dimenſion of Goods 
of every Denomination, it being expect- 
ed, when you take the firſt Account of 
them, that you enter in the Margin of 
the Dimenſion- book, the Names they are 
generally called by. This will be a Help 
to your ſuperior Officers, as well as 
yourſelf, in preventing or detecting Im- 
poſitions, and correcting Miſtakes of 
any Kind.

vles, or quick Returns, on your Traders, at Times

turns at unexpected, and particularly to regard 
Timesun- their Printing-ſhops every Time, to diſ- 
e Pecbeg cern when they print with falſe Colours. 
And ſome F heſe you may diſtinguiſh, Firſt, by the 
PE. Nature of the Cloth, which, for Work 
tions. of this Kind, is neither prepared with 
Spirits nor Galls, but raw and harſh; 
Secondly, by the Colours themſelves, the 
Red whereof is always more deep and, 
florid at printing, than the true Colour, 
which at that Time is languid and pale, 
becauſe it is afterwards to be ſtrengthned 
and heightned by the Madder, which the 
Falſe is not; the Taſte whereof i is rough 
and acid, whereas the True is ſmooth 
and ſweetiſh. When you find any of the 
Properties of falſe Colours, you muſt tell 
your Surveyor, that the beſt Meaſures 
may be concerted for the Security of the 
* 
That you may diſcover when a Printer 
attempts to impoſe one Kind of Goods 
on you for another, eſpecially in the 
Handkerchief and Callicoe Articles, ob- 
ſerve the following Remarks:

All gilks intended for Printi „as of Silk. 
Handkerchiefs, have, or ought to have, x 
what the Weavers call Frays, viz. about 
the Space of a Quarter of an Inch, 
-wherein there is not any Shoot or Woof 
between each Handkerchief ; otherwiſe 
the Law deems them Mantua-Silk, and 
as ſuch chargeable with a Duty of Two 
Shillings a Vard ſquare; therefore, when- 
ever ſuch Goods fall under your Inſpec- 
tion, you muſt examine whether there is 
Artifice made uſe of, or not, in theFrays: 
Tf theſe are narrower than as aforefald, 
and the Threads of the Woof or Shoot 
on each Side, are cloſer than ordinary to 
each other, you may be ſure of an in- 
tended Fraud, becauſe this Fray may be 
filled up with the Point of a Pin, &e. 
ſo as to be like the reſt of the Piece : In 
ſuch caſe you muſt inſiſt on its being 
cut into Handkerchiefs, or, in caſe of 
Refuſal, to charge it as Mantua-Silk..

the greater Part 1s Cotton.

You muſt keep the Frame, Figures, 
and Letters for marking Goods ſo clean, 
as that all Impreſſions made therewith 


may be fair and laſting. 


The Figures may be kept at the 
Printers; but the Frame muſt be in your 
own Poſſeſſion, it being to be carried 
about with you conſtantly on Duty, as 
well as the Letters, which are to be 
ſcrewed (one at a time) into the Frame, 
and to be changed at the Diſcretion of
